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Nurse suspended 
over death crash

A NURSE has been suspended 
from working for a year after 
being jailed for causing death 
by dangerous driving. 

Robert Sigauke, 33, was susp¬ 
ended by the Nursing and Mid¬ 
wifery Council (NMC) last Friday 
He was released from prison in 
July, having served half of a four- 
year sentence. 

He had not passed his test and was not 
insured when he was involved in an 
accident killing 62-year-old builder David 
Turner, from Fulbourn, in a head-on 
collision as he drove to work at Fulbourn 
Hospital in October 2005. 

Sigauke, who is married with two young 
children, had a full driving licence in 
Zimbabwe, where he left in 1995, but had 
failed to exchange it for a British licence. 

He was jailed in May 2006, after being 
convicted of causing death by dangerous 
driving. 

Linda Read, chairman of the NMC’s 
panel, said Sigauke, of Kirkling Place, 
Haverhill, should not be struck off and the 
decision to suspend him would be 
reviewed in 12 months. 

She said: “The panel have heard how Mr 
Sigauke was involved in a dreadful 
accident.

Legal challenge is 
mounted by councils 


A LEGAL challenge is being 
mounted by three Suffolk 
councils against a Boundary 
Committee proposals which 
could see them all wiped 
out. 

Legal proceedings have begun 
against the Boundary Committee 
for England (BCE), with the High 
Court asked to judicially review its 
actions in respect of the local 
government review for Suffolk. 

Papers will be served by Forest 
Heath District Council, Suffolk 
Coastal District Council and St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council 
this week. 

Despite the findings of a recent 
survey which indicated that 76 per 
cent of Suffolk residents want the 
opportunity to be consulted on a 
‘three-unitary’ proposal for the

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county, the Boundary Committee 
has dismissed this option and the 
views of five Suffolk councils who 
supported it. 

Sixty per cent of those asked said 
they would actually prefer the 
three-unitary option and, con¬ 
versely, only 25 per cent of those 
surveyed expressed a preference for 
the ‘One Suffolk’ model, with 14 per 
cent favouring the creation of two 
unitary councils. 

Chief Executive of St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council, 
Geoff Rivers; Chief Executive of 
Forest Heath District Council, 
David Burnip and Leader of Suffolk 
Coastal District Council, Cllr Ray 
Herring, said: “Residents across the 


county have made it clear that they 
want to be consulted on all options 
for the reorganisation of local 
councils in Suffolk, including our 
proposals for three unitaries 
covering Ipswich, West Suffolk and 
East Suffolk. 

“The recent ORB survey could 
not have presented a clearer and 
more unequivocal statement on 
behalf of the people of Suffolk that 
the three unitary option must be 
considered and other surveys with, 
amongst others, town and parish 
councils merely highlight the BCE’s 
intransigence and ignorance of the 
popular view. 

“Our proposed structure would 
be the best of all worlds. As 
affordable as any other option, and 
yet providing stronger, more 
accountable leadership, with 
services tailored to local needs. This 


will strengthen rather than weaken 
local democracy.” 

The grounds for a legal challenge 
will be made on the basis of three 
clear issues: that the BCE has not 
acted fairly, that it has not 
consulted adequately and that its 
approach is inconsistent with the 
view of the Court of Appeal, who 
heard a judicial challenge from 
Norfolk Councils in March. 

The combined statement 
continued: “So far, the BCE has 
failed to listen to local councils, 
local communities and even 
Government ministers. 

“It has turned down meetings 
and seems determined to ignore 
the views of anyone whose views do 
not conform to their vision for the 
county. 

“That is a shabby way to treat the 
people of Suffolk."

“He did not have ‘L’ plates 
displayed on his car and he 
was not accompanied by a 
qualified driver, which he 
should have been because he 
was in possession of a pro¬ 
visional licence, not a full UK 
licence. 

“We have also heard how 


he cancelled the insurance on 
his car a few months before 
the accident occurred. 

“The panel knows very well 
the decision will bring no 
comfort to the family but 
have decided a striking off 
would be overly extreme. 

“But given the seriousness 
of the offences a caution 


would not be serious enough. 

“Although the accident had 
a tragic outcome, it appeared 
to be an isolated incident of 
dangerous driving. 

“The panel observed Mr 
Sigauke is deeply affected by 
what he has done and he has 
told us how he will never 
forgive himself. 


“In the light of all this we 
have decided to suspend him 
from the register for a year.” 

The panel will meet again 
in 12 months to review the 
decision. 

Sigauke attended the 
hearing and admitted his 
fitness to practice was 
impaired.

clinics to help people stop 
smoking. 

They will also be able to receive 
advice on sexual health, alcohol 
and substance misuse and weight 
management. 

The centre will also offer app¬ 
ointments alongside a walk-in 
service. 

Melanie Craig, deputy director 
of performance at NHS Suffolk, 
said: “We’re really looking forward 
to the GP surgery and walk-in 
centre opening, and it becoming a 
valued healthcare facility for the 
people of Haverhill and the 
surrounding area. 

“We see the success of this initial 
event as a good sign that we’re 
listening to residents’ concerns, 
and are working with the local 
community to ensure minimal 
disruption while the centre was 
being established. 

“We’d also like to extend our 
thanks to the residents for their 
patience in helping us to get to this 
stage, and the Haverhill locality 
group for their ideas and support.” 

The official opening of the 
centre will take place on Wed¬ 
nesday, June 3 at 11am.

A HOSPICE has had to 
reduce the number of 
beds in its in-patient 
unit from 12 to eight as 
the credit crunch con¬ 
tinues to hit donations 
to charities. 

St Nicholas Hospice 
Care will soon reduce 
occupancy in its Sylvan 
Ward at its Bury St 
Edmunds hospice. 

A statement from the 
Hospice said patient 
care will remain its 
priority and the ward 


will continue to accept 
referrals, admitting 
those with critical 
needs, while other 
patients will be supp¬ 
orted by the specialist 
community team in 
their own homes. 

The short term arr¬ 
angement is due to 
some clinical staff 
handing in their notice, 
while St Nicholas 
currently has a freeze 
on recruitment as part 
of strategic cost saving 


measures designed to 
counter an overall 
decline in income as a 
result of the global 
recession. 

Jackie Saunders, 
Clinical Services Dir¬ 
ector, said: “It is only 
natural that staff 
occasionally move on 
but we were taken 
aback by losing several 
team members at once. 

“The remaining staff 
are not able to cover a 
rota for a ward at full 


capacity. I made the 
decision to temporarily 
reduce occupancy, so 
remaining staff are able 
to offer the quality of 
care and time to each 
patient that we are 
renowned for.” 

Barbara Gale, chief 
executive, said: 
“Patients are at the 
heart of everything we 
do, but practically, it 
was not possible to 
maintain a full ward at 
this time. 


“Whilst the 

organisation tries to 
strategically work its 
way through the impact 
of the recession, we 
cannot sanction 
recruitment into new 
vacancies. We hope to 
be able to lift the freeze 
as soon as regular 
income increases. 

“This is only a 
temporary measure 
and one that will not 
affect the quality of 
patient care delivered.”

No music ban 
for restaurant 


A RESTAURANT will be 
allowed to continue playing 
amplified music in its out¬ 
side seating area despite 
objections from councillors. 

Frankie and Benny’s restaurant at 
Ehringshausen Way, Haverhill, had 
applied to St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council to retain its two 
heated and illuminated parasols 
despite it breaking a planning con¬ 
dition that stated that it should not 
use loud speakers to play music 
within the confines of the outside 
seating area. 

Members of the borough coun¬ 
cil’s development control comm- 
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ittee approved the application 
despite objections from Cllr Gordon 
Cox and Haverhill Town Council. 

Cllr Cox objected because he felt 
the playing of amplified music 
would be intrusive to nearby 
residents, and argued that if it was 
to be allowed it should not continue 
after 6pm and be entirely banned 
on Sundays or bank holidays. 

Haverhill Town Council objected 
amid concerns music would cause 
a public nuisance and encourage 
non patrons to gather in the area. 


It had also asked that the outside 
area should not be used after 11pm. 

The council’s environmental 
health services department raised 
no objections on condition that 
amplifiers should be switched off 
after 9pm. The borough council 
agreed to impose the curfew. 

A committee report said the 
nearest dwelling was 55 metres 
from the site on the opposite side of 
Ehringshausen Way and no comp¬ 
laints had been received from res¬ 
idents or traders since the speakers 
had been in use. It also stated that 
the use within the seating area was 
considered suitable in the cinema 
and restaurant complex. 


MP’s horror at cannabis casualties 


AN MP has expressed 
“horror” at the numbers 
of children being treated 
for problems linked with 
cannabis. 

Figures obtained by 
West Suffolk MP Richard 
Spring, in a Parliamentary 
question, show that in 
Suffolk, 52 children need¬ 
ed medical treatment for 
problems linked solely 


with cannabis use in 
2007/08. A further 21 were 
treated for damage to 
health partly associated 
with cannabis. 

Nationally 6,075 need¬ 
ed treatment for damage 
caused by the drug. 

Mr Spring said: “I am 
truly horrified by the 
number of children under 
16 who have been treated 


for cannabis use. The 
Government’s lax attitude 
on cannabis use has given 
the impression that the 
drug is a lot safer than it 
actually is and sends out a 
dangerous message to our 
children. Of course, I wel¬ 
comed the Government’s 
decision last year to bel¬ 
atedly reclassify cannabis 
as a Class B drug. But for 


many it will be too late. 

“Thousands of young 
people will have taken 
cannabis and in due 
course may end up on 
hard drugs or in hospital. 

“Cannabis usage is a 
critical health issue which 
is not remotely being 
highlighted sufficiently, 
with appalling conseq¬ 
uences.”

Stricter code to 
reduce damage 

Sir, I am writing as a member of a 
Land Rover club regarding the 
protection of the Roman Road 
between Wandlebury and 
Horseheath. 

Your article prompted a reply (Letters 
- May 14) which appears to ask for a 
complete ban on the use of this 
green lane by motor vehicles. 

It is regrettable that certain byways 
suffer from overuse by motor 
vehicles, and as a result in wet 
weather the surface becomes rutted. 
This dilemma is recognised by 
members of responsible off-road 
clubs who adhere to a strict code of 
conduct to minimise damage. This 
voluntarily restricts the number of 
vehicles and frequency that byways 
are used. 

In addition, vehicles are restricted to 
no more than 12mph when driving 
on green lanes.

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Patient is furious 
over slow pay-out

A WOMAN who was rushed to 
hospital unconscious and 
woke to find her clothes and 
possessions had gone, says 
she had received no 
explanation and has criticised 
the fact that it took so long to 
compensate her for the loss. 

Nicola Marsh, 40, of Burton End, 
Haverhill, was taken to the hospital 
by ambulance in March and when 
she came to the next morning, she 
found that her clothes were gone 
along with her mobile phone, 
although she still had her purse. 

Mrs Marsh had previously raised 
concerns about patient confident¬ 
iality issues at the hospital when she 
received a detailed letter containing 
medical records of two other patients 
she had never met. 

Mrs Marsh said: “Somewhere 
between arriving in an ambulance 
and waking up in hospital, all my 
belongings had gone, including my 
mobile phone with all my numbers 
and pictures of my children on it. 

“I did not know where I was, I was 
in a hospital gown and asked where 
my clothes were, but no one knew. 

“I have only just got compen¬ 
sation, it has taken all this time and 
what they have given me doesn’t 
even cover the cost of the phone. 

“The stuff has never been found 
and I don’t think it is very good at all. 
I don’t seem to be very lucky with 
Addenbrooke’s, next time I will go to 
West Suffolk and see if they are any 
better.” 

An Addenbrooke's spokesman 
said: “We are sorry that items 
belonging to the patient were 
misplaced. 

“Our Patient Advice and Liaison 
Service investigated the matter on 
her behalf and sent her full details on 
how to make a compensation claim. 

“Three weeks after her claim was 
made, we sent the patient a cheque 
for the full amount to cover the cost 
of all her missing items.”

Get dialling for a ‘fulfilling and active life’ 


AN MP is calling on residents to get 
dialling and take advantage of a 
telephone hearing test being offered by 
a charity. 

To mark Deaf Awareness Week 
earlier this month West Suffolk MP 
Richard Spring helped promote the 
Royal National Institute for the Deaf’s 
(RNID’s) specially developed five- 
minute hearing check. 

The service, which helps identify 
potential hearing loss, is also being 
supported by The Co-operative, which 
has chosen RNID as its charity of the 


year for 2009. The check, which can be 
accessed by visiting www.rnid.org.uk/ 
hearingmatters or by calling 0844 800 
3838, assesses ability to detect speech 
amid background noise - similar to 
being in a crowded room. 

Mr Spring said: “Many people don’t 
realise how important their hearing is in 
their everyday lives until they start to 
lose it. 

“I’m lending my voice to RNID’s 
Hearing Matters campaign, which is 
urging you to look after your hearing 
health and take immediate action to 


avoid experiencing unnecessary 
isolation from friends, family and 
colleagues.” 

RNID’s chief executive, Jackie 
Ballard, said: “On average, people take 
15 years to deal with their hearing loss 
and, in that time, quality of life can be 
greatly reduced. 

“Our message to people in Suffolk is 
simple - if you’re concerned about your 
hearing, take our check today so you 
don’t miss out on leading a fulfilling and 
active life.”

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New flu cases 
have ‘no links’ 


TWO Cambridgeshire 
swine flu cases are the 
first in the UK to have no 
links to existing cases of 
the virus. 

NHS Cambridgeshire said 
yesterday that, in two of the 
county’s three cases, no links 
have been found to existing 
cases and the individuals 
involved have not travelled to 
countries affected by swine 
flu. 

It means those two cases are 
likely to be “sporadic” cases of 
transmission in the comm¬ 
unity - the first such confirm¬ 
ed cases in the UK. 

A spokesman for the Health 
Protection Agency said: “They 
are the first sporadic cases 
confirmed by a PCT (primary 
care trust).” 

The two newest cases, con¬ 
firmed on Monday, are bel¬ 
ieved to be in the southern 
part of Cambridgeshire. One 
of those involves sporadic 
transmission, while the other 
is still under investigation. 

Both patients showed “mild 
symptoms” and are recovering 
at home. 

Another case, confirmed 
last week and thought to be in 
Huntingdonshire, also invol-

ves sporadic transmission. 

Dr Liz Robin, director of 
public health at NHS Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, said: “The Health 
Protection Agency and NHS 
Cambridgeshire have invest¬ 
igated all three cases. In two, 
no links have been found to 
existing cases, nor have they 
travelled to countries affected 
by swine flu. This means they 
are likely to be ‘sporadic’ cases 
of transmission of the 
infection. In the third case, 
contacts are still being investi¬ 
gated. 

“This comes as no surprise 
and some transmission in the 
community has been expect¬ 
ed.” 

Dr Robin said this did not 
represent “widespread incid¬ 
ence in the community” or 
“sustained transmission”, and 
that advice to the public and 
healthcare staff remains 
unchanged. 

In a separate development, 
some Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
staff have been given refresher 
training on how to wear 
specially-fitted masks, gowns 
and gloves for use in the event 
of a flu pandemic.

Dave Osborne, from

Wixoe, which was destroyed by 
fire. 

Later cuttings show that 
brewer Adams of Halstead 
applied to magistrates to 
renew their licence and re¬ 
build the pub, but this never 
happened.

Suffolk 

THIS election is likely to be the last 
for Suffolk County Council in its 
current form. A review by the 
Government’s Boundary Committee is 
expected to result in the formation of 
new unitary councils incorporating 
the seven district and borough 
councils in Suffolk.

Downsizers find 
small is beautiful 


S maller gardens 
are the talk of 
Chelsea Flower 
Show this year after 
several big sponsors 
pulled out because of 
the credit crunch. 

So it’s timely that Chelsea 
veteran and award¬ 
winning designer Andrew 
Mclndoe has looking at the 
easiest ways to downsize. 

“Leaving a garden that 
you have created and 
enjoyed to downsize to a 
smaller plot is difficult, and 
it would be all too easy to 
be negative about change 
and to hang on to the 
past,” says Mr Mclndoe, 
designer of the Hillier 
exhibit, which holds the 
unprecedented record of 
63 consecutive gold 
medals at Chelsea. 

After writing a book, 
Losing The Plot, for those 
who want or need to 
downsize their ambitions, 
he has these top 10 tips: 

1. See it as an 

opportunity to start afresh 
with a blank canvas. Do 
not try to replicate your 
previous garden on a 
smaller scale - it rarely 
works. 

2. Do not attempt to dig 
up lots of plants and take 
them with you if you move. 

There are bound to be 
one or two old friends you 
will want to keep, but limit 
it to those that will move 
well.

3. Make radical changes 
at the outset. Tired old 
paving does not improve 
with age, it gets worse. If 
you need to put up or 
replace fences and 
buildings, do it before you 
start planting. 

4. Plan or redesign your 
garden from where you 
will see it most - usually 
from key windows. This 
will influence where you 
put features and utilities, 
and will ensure that you 
can enjoy your garden 
throughout the year. 

5. Choose plants that 
work hard to earn their 
keep, and which have 
more than one season of 
interest and need little 
attention. 

6. Keep an open mind to 
radically different ways of 
gardening. You do not have 
to have a lawn. You do not 
have to grow roses. Raised 
beds might make life 
easier. Grow vegetables in 
containers, even if you 
have never tried before. 

7. Make use of pots and 
containers and consider 
more permanent planting.

Limit bulbs and 
bedding plants to a few 
pots and group them with 
other permanently planted 
ones. 

8. Consider somewhere 
to sit and enjoy the garden. 
You need a comfortable 
seat or set of furniture 
somewhere accessible and 
ready to use in nice 
weather. Treat yourself. It 
will make morning coffee, 
afternoon tea or evening 
drinks in the garden part of 
your daily routine. 

9. Your preference for 
certain plants changes 
over the years.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Lilac (Syringa) 

Recent reports about a 
rare lilac being stolen from 
a collection which grows in 
Withdean Park in Brighton, 
by professionals armed 
with secateurs and saws, 
prompted me to ponder 
on these glorious shrubs 
with their clusters of 
fragrant flowers in shades 
of mauve, pink and white. 

The most common is S. 

vulgaris, which you’ll 
find at most garden 
centres. Good varieties 
include Firmament, which 
produces panicles of 
fragrant, single, lilac-blue 
flowers in May, and 
Andenken An Ludwig 
Spath, with clusters of 
wine-red flowers. 

If you have a small 
garden, a better choice 
might be a slow-growing 
lilac such as S. meyeri 
Palibin, which forms a 
compact bush covered 
from late spring to early 
summer with clusters of 
fragrant pale lavender- 
pink flowers. 

Lilac is an easy plant 
which will grow in any 
reasonable soil, although it 
prefers chalk, in a sunny 
spot. Be warned that some 
types will grow to four 
metres (12 feet) and you 
will need to feed or mulch 
them annually and remove 
both suckers and dead 
flowers. Cut out thin and 
unproductive branches 
immediately after 
flowering.

THE FIRST official images ofVauxhall’s new Astra 
model have been released. 

Powered by a range of downsized, fuel-efficient engines 
including a 137bhp turbocharged 1.4-litre petrol unit, the 
new model has been designed by the same team 
responsible for the award-winning Vauxhall Insignia. 

The model’s official debut will be at the Frankfurt Motor 
Show in September, however the new exterior images give 
an unhindered view of the sixth generation of Vauxhall 
Astra, historically one of the most popular British cars. 

“We’re continuing with the same premium design cues 
as the Insignia, inside and out of the car,” said Mark 
Adams, vice-president of GM Europe Design. “However, 

the main design themes, like the wing¬ 
shaped light signatures and the blade, 
needed an individual execution to avoid 
‘cloning’ the model ranges. This is why, for 
instance, you see twin wings in the rear 
lights and a reversed blade on its flanks.” 

The new model is set to be built at 
General Motor’s Ellesmere Port factory, 
Merseyside, but some doubt still lingers 
over the future of the plant after Italian 
group Fiat was reported to be interested 
in buying the European branch of General 
Motors, including Vauxhall. 

Ellesmere Port was chosen as one of the 
plants to build the new model thanks to 
high efficiency rates from its 2,000 
workers. 

“The only part of the Astra which isn’t 
new is its name,” said Andy Gilson, 
VauxhalEs marketing director. “And that 
name currently accounts for around 30 
per cent of all Vauxhall’s car sales, with the 
five-door hatch taking 60 per cent of those 
sales alone - so it’s important to lead with 
this body style. Not only is the Astra a 
crucial new model for Vauxhall, but we’re 
confident that its blend of dynamic 
design, new-to-class technology and 
immense driver appeal will attract an 
even broader spectrum of buyers in this 
sector.”

(b) prohibit vehicles with an overall width exceeding 
4.1 metres from the length of trunk road described 
at (a) above (directing them to wait in a designated 
layby to be escorted through the works); and 

(c) prohibit vehicles from entering or proceeding - 

• in the A14 eastbound exit slip road leading to 
Rothwell Lodge, Rothwell Road (Junction 6), 
diverting vehicles to the Kettering North 
Roundabout (Junction 7) where they will join the 
westbound carriageway of the A14 back to exit 
at Junction 6; 

• in any layby adjacent to the eastbound or
